A FREIGHTER, who came in from the road 
cutters camp beyond Fort Assiniboine, on 
Monday last, reports that the road opening 
party is now over the Deer Mountain, 65 
miles beyond the Fort, The work is much 
lighter then it was a short time ago, as the 
country is more open, and the road cutters 
are making good progress. The Grose and 
White parties are camped with the) road 
opening party. The Hetu party was met 
near the road cutting camp. The advance 
guard of the Helpman party was in camp 
at the Athabasca crossing, waiting for the 
balance of the party to catch up. Another 
party, whose names were not ascertained, 
was in eamp at Lac la Nonne. All of the 
iravellers were getting along without 
mishap. 

Mrs. Howey has recvived a letter from 
her husband, W. H. Howey, en route to 
the Yukon with the Stephen-Howey party. 
The letter is dated Fort Liard, Oct. 6th. 
The party left the Mackenzie ct Fort 
Simpson and the two hundred mile tracking 
up stream to Fort Liard, occupied eighteen 
days. They intended making the Devil’s 
portage before the river froze over and 
Would. winter there. The portage is four 
milgs across and they will make new boats 
during the winter and haul their supplies 
over the snow. In the spring they intend 
to pull up to Francis lake and prospect on 
the Pelly river and if unsuccessful there 
will floatdown to the Stewart where the 
good diggings are known to be. W. J. 
Graham’s party are following the route 
taken by Mr. Howey’s party, but were 
some distance behind them. Capt. Segers 
party went by the Peel river. Note: From 
the above it will be seen that, though the 
party lett Edmonton Jate in the season, 
they will be, on the opening of spring, right 
in the heart of the gold bearing region and 
in diggings known to be rich though 
practically unprospected, instead of over- 
run as Klondike diggings are. 

T. G. Pearce, of Agricola, 
present on a visit to his old home in Fng 
land, writes as follows of the old country 
and the condition existing there. In speak- 
ing of the lack of knowledge of Canada’s 
agricultural resources, M. Pearce says: 
‘*The most profound ignorance of Canada 
exists here amongst the tenant farmers and 
they are eager for information from practic- 
al men.” He states that the C. P. R. does 
good work in inducing emigration to Uan- 
ada. ‘‘Everywhere Klondike is the one 
topic of conversation. Amongst the farm- 
ers there is much dissatisfaction and if 
proper means were taken we might induce 
many to cast in their lot with us. Roses 
are blooming in the garden of the house’ as 
I write, but the fogs are abominable. 1 
could not live in Eagland now.” Mr. Pearce 
expects to sail for Canada on Jan. 29th per 
s.s. Gallia.

SIXTEEN DAYS TO KLONDIKE. 


The Alaska Mining & Trading Company, 
who are now having steamers constructed 
at the Landing, have issued a folder des- 
criding their steamers and outlining the 
objects of the company, and their route. 
The circular also gives information as to 
freight and passenger rates, etc,, and in it 
the company offers to transport passengers 
from Chicago to the Stewart river post, on 
Peel river, for $300. This includes meals 
and sleeping accommodation after the Land- 
ing is leftand until their destination on 
Peel river is reached. The passenger is 
allewed 150 Ibs. of baggage from Chicago 
to Edmonton and a total of 500 ibs. from 
Fdmonton through to end of the route. 
The company is arranging for three general 
supply houses to be located at Athabasca 


Landing, Fort McPaerson and at the 
terminus of the line on Pee! river. Regard- 
ing their sieamers the circular says: ‘The 


present fleet of steamers of the company 


consists of three, the ‘* Edmonton,” 
““Chicego” and ‘J. B. Griswold.” The 
first two are stern wheelers, light draft, 


124 feet long, 214 feet beam, with 150 horse 
power engines, double deckers, have a 
carrying capacity of 112 first class passeng- 
ers, besides deck passengers, and will carry 
145 tons of freight when drawing three feet 
cf water. The ‘J. B. Griswold” is 150 
feet in length, 26 feet beam, 40 foot hold, 
and will accommodate 200 first class pas- 
seogers. Her engines are 250 horse power 
and will turn a six foot screw wheel that 
will give the boat a speed of 15 miles an 
hour in still water. The Griswold will run 
on the Great Slave lake and Mackenzie 
river, and can be loaded to a draft of 63 


feet when the water is at its lowesi point, | 


and will carry about 390 tons of freight. 
All of the steamers are lighted with 
electricity,contain staterooms,dining rooms, 
etc., and are fitted with modern improve- 
ments.”

AT FORT RESOLUTION. 

Mrs. Chas. Griffin is in receipt of a long 
and ‘interesting letter from her husband 
who is wintering at Fort Resolution on his 
way tothe Yukon. Mr, Griffin started on 
his journey late in the season, going by the 
Mackenzie route, in company with his 
brother, A. H. Griffin, and Forbes Great 
and Neil Marshall. 


The letter is dated on December 3rd. 


Mr. Griffin states that he enccuntered bad 
weather, snow storms and head winds, after 
Jeaving Fort Chipewyan aud on account of 


the water being so low they were continual- 
ly getting aground on sand bars. They 
and Langworthy’s party were travelling 
along together. At one time they were 
caught in a snow and wind storm on the 
river and had considerable difficulty in 
reaching the shore, but at last succeeded. 
At the Smith portage they were delayed a 
week befcre they could get their goods and 
boat portaged over as all the oxen there 
were engaged in getting the outfits of two 
other parties over the portage. They 
eventually got their boat and cargo over 
and started Gown the river again, reaching 
the mouth of Peace river on Great Slave 
lake on the afternoon of the 9th of October. 
In trying to get inte the lake they struck 
sand barsand were compelied to unload 
half their cargo and cross over light and 
return for the balance. By this means they 
reached Resolution. There was then six 
inches of snow on the ground, which was 
frozen hard. Mr. Griffin says: ‘*We 
made enquiries as to the advisibility of try- 
ing to get acroes the lake, but the people at 
the fort, and especially Nagle, advised us 
not to attempt it. There was then about 
two or three inches of ice on the lake near 
the shore, the next day the people at the 
Fort were skating on the lake. There were 
two boats here just a couple of days before 
we arrived. They had started across, but 
Nagle said that they would not be able to 
reach the other side as they would en- 
counter drift ice, which they could not pos- 
sibly get through, and they would be oblig- 
ed to winter on one of the islands in the 
middie of the lake, Wemade seyeral at- 
tempts ourselves, but each tims we were 
obliged to turm back on account of the ice, 
We finally deeided to unload our boats and 
remain here for the present. Our original 
landing place here was too much exposed to 
the weather and we had toemove to a more 
sheltered place. We unloaded the boat and 
pet our gocds under shelter and pitched 
our tent. Luckily we had a camp stove 
with us, which we put up in the tent, and 
managed to keep ourselves warm, as the 
weather got cold and lots of snow fell. We 
were in the sheiter of a good big spruce 
grove also, which kept the wind off us. 
We finally decided to builda shanty. It 
took us about two weeks to build our house 
and here we are. The dimensions of our 
abode are about eighteen feet square, all in 
one room. We have no stove, but we have 
a big open fire place, in which we cook our 
very simple greb.. But we.can pile on lots 
of big logs and keep ourselves very warm 
and comfortable. Our food consists of fish, 
gameand venison. We get beantiful trout 
here in the lake, they weigh from 15 to 46 
pounds each, and are a species of salmon 
trout and kaye a most delicious taste. 
There are also lots of white fish besides 
gold eyesand other kinds. We set night 
lines under the ice and catch them in that 
way. We do not live at the Fort, but are 
about two miles from iton an island. We 
did not wisk to betvo near the Fort as the 
natives are fond of calling on strangers xnd 
begging for grub, which we cannot afford to 
give them, Another reason was, that there 
are multitudes of dogs around the Fort and 
they vould be liable te eat us out ot house 


and home before spring. We are not alone 
here, Lan, hy's crew have their shanty 
about a hundred yards from us. There are 
five men in his crew, all good fellows, and 
we all live likeene big family and rake 
free of both shanties. We meet re el 
in the evening and sing, or smoke play 
cards Se Then over at the 
Fort there are 10 or 12 men from Chieago, 
(The Warmolts party) who arrived here two 


days after us, besides four men from Mon- | 


treal. All these are stuck here, at Jeast 
for the present. Then the gentleman in 
charge of the Hudson’s Bay post, and his 
sister are very nice to us, and invite us 
often te zo there, and last, but by no means 
least, there is our friend Nagle. He is very 
hospitable and ¢ to us, and invites us 
every day almost, to come and dine or 
spend the evening there, and he never tires 
of trying todo more and more for us. He 
comes over to see us nearly every day also 
and telis us the mews and give us excellent 
advice ou various subjects. He has invited 
all of us including Langworthy’s crew to 
dinzer on Xmas day and toa dance in the 
evening at his house, and I think from all 
the preparations he is making, we will have 
a glorious time of it. We are also invited 
for New Years’s day, to the Hudson’s Bay 
House for dinner and a dance. There have 
been three or four dances at the peoples 
houses since we came, to all of which we 
hare been invited.” 

The Warmolts party tried hard te devise 
some scheme to cress the lake on the ice to 
Ft. Providence, but were compelled to give 
it up, as the nearest point across was 140 | 
miles, over a bleak waste of ice and snow. | 
One time they started out and got about 
20 miles of the distance, but were- compel- 
led to turn back. Forbes Groat had »een 
to Hay river, about -half way across to 
Providence, and had just returned at the 
time of Mr. Griffin’s writing. He had had 
a hard trip although his dogs were lightly 
loaded. He found the cold intense on the 
lake, where there is no shelter, and the ice 
was piled up in drifts thirty feet high and | 
extending for miles across the lake. The | 
parties did not expect to be able to move | 
until spring and they recognized that their | 
failure to get across the lake before winter | 
set in will cause them great delay in the | 

| 


spring. Mr. Griffin’s party had decided to 
build two smaller boats and abandon their 
large one. The party had also divided and 
will travebseperately for the remainder of 
the journey, the Griffin brothers taking one 
boat and Neil Marshall and Forbes Groat 
the other. Word had come to the parties 
that gold had been discovered in pay- | 
ing qusntities on Hay river and that a 
white man was working it there, some 
thirty or forty miles up the river from the 
lake. Arthur Griffia and two men from 
the Warmolts crew, together with an | 
Indian, had gone to Hay River to ascertain 
the truth of the report. They had not had 
time to return when Mr. Griffin was writ- 
ing so he was unable tosay what success | 
they had had. Ed. Nagle expects to come in 
duriag January so that farther word will | 
be seat in then. The reports they have 
received of the Liard and Yukon are very 
encouraging. All of the old timers assure 
them that they knew of the gold being 
there, and in large quantities. 
At Smith’s Landing and other places, the 
Indians are making great preparations for 
the work they expect when the miners 
come down in the spring.
